HIS your Majeſties realme of Ireland, moſt dread and gratious ſoveraigne 
hath in former tymes been ſubjet to ſo many miſeries, as that yt hath 
been a continuall burthen to the crowne of Englande, without yielding any re- 
tribucion, or returninge of any commodety or proffit to the ſame ; and albeyt in- 
finite treaſures have been from tyme to tyme expended in and uppon this king- 
dom, yet did yt never thereby becomme more rich and wealthie, but continued in 
Want and penurye as yt was before; the true cauſe whereof did ariſe, from the great 
and longe diſcention and troubles which did waſte and depopulate the wholle lande, 
made all poſſeflions uncertaine, - and diſhabled the ſubje& to ymprove the commo- 
dities of the ſame. But foraſmuch as ſince the begininge of your Majeſties moſt 
happie. raigne, . all the cauſes -of warre, diſcention and diſcontentment are taken 
awaye by the rootinge out of many wicked and ungratefull traytours, by receiv-

venient, to be commiſſioners of and in the ſaid ſeverall countyes, cityes or townes, 
and alſo the ſaid lord deputye, or other cheefe governor, with the advice afore- 
ſaid, in like maner may name and appointe of everye other ſuch boroughe, and 
towne corporate within this realme, as they ſhall think requiſite, ſixe, five, fowre, 
three or two of the head officers, and other honeſt inhabitaunts of everye the ſaid 
citygs, boroughes, and townes corporate, accordinge to the number and multitude 
of the people beinge in the ſame, the which perſons yf anye ſuch be thereunto 
named of the ſaid inhabitaunts, of the ſaid boroughes, and townes corporate, not 
beinge countyes of themſclyes, ſhall be joyned and put in as commiſfioners with 
the ſaid perſons named for everye ſuch countye or counties, as the ſaid boroughes, 
and townes corporate, not beinge countyes, by reaſon of their dwellinges in the 
ſame, ſhall not take uppon them, nor none of them to put any parte of theire 
commiſſion in execucion for the premiſſes out of the ſaid cittyes, boroughes and 
townes corporate wherein they be ſo named onelye, nor to execute the ſaid com- 
miſſion within the cittye, boroughe or towne corporate where they be ſo dwellinge, 
but at ſuch daies and tymes as the ſaid other commiffioners for the ſame ſhier or 
-countye, ſhall thereunto limitt and appointe within the ſaid cittyes, boroughes or 
towne corporate, not beinge a countye whereof they be ſo named, and not out 
of ſuch citye,. boroughe or towne, and in that maner to be aidinge and aſſiſtinge 
with the ſaid other commiſſioners, in and for the good execution of the effect of 
the faid commiſſion, upon payne of every of the ſaid commiſſioners ſo named for 
everye ſuch citye, boroughe and towne- corporate, not beinge a countie, to make 
ſuch fyne, as the ſaid other commiſſioners in the commiſſion of and for the ſame 
ſhire or countie ſo named, or three of them at the leaſt, ſhall by theire diſcreti- - 
ons ſet and certefye into the Kinges exchequer, there to. be levied to the uſe of 
the Kinges Majeſtie, in like manner as yf ſuch and like ſummes had been ſet 
and rated upon everye ſuch perſon for the ſaid ſubſidye, the which commiſſioners 
ſo named, of, and for the. ſaid cityes, boroughes and townes not beinge counties, 
and onelie put into the ſaid commiſſion by reaſon of their dwellinge in. the ſame, 
ſhall not have any parte of the portion of the fees and rewardes of the com- 
miſſioners, and theire clerkes, in this act after ſpecified and allowed; and the ſaid

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for everye ſhire or 'countye, and for eche cittye, towne and boroughe unto ſuch 
and perſons as by his diſcretion, or any of the other with him before named

inge of this acte, which commiſſions, for the firſt payment of the ſaid ſubſidye, 
| hall be directed and delivered to the ſaid commiſſioners or to one of them, before 
the firſt daye of July, which ſhall be in the yere of our Lord God, one thouſande 
fixe hundred and fifteene, and the commiſſions for the ſetond payment of the ſaid 
ſubſidie, ſhall be directed and delivered to the ſaid commiſſioners, or to one of them, 
before the firſt daie of Januarye then next followinge, which ſhall be in the ſaid 
yere of our Lord God, one thouſand ſixe hundred and fifteene, and to everye of 
the ſaid commiſſions tenn ſhedules, conteyninge in them the tenor of this act, ſhall 
be affiled, by the which commſſion, the commiſſioners in everye ſuch commiſfion 
named accordinge to this act, and as manye of them as ſhall be appointed by the 
ſaid ſeverall commiſſions, ſhall have full power and aucthoretye to put the effect 
of the ſame commiſſion in execution; and that by aucthoretye of this act, after 
ſach commiſſion to them directed, they may by theire aſſents and agreements ſever 
themſelves for the execution of their commiſſion, in ſeverall baronies, - cantreds, 
hundreds, townes, pariſhes,” and other places within the limittes of the ſaid com- 
miſſion, in ſuch form as to them ſhall ſeem expedient to be ordered, and betweene 
them to be communed and agreed 'uppon n. to . tenor and effect of the 
commiſſion to them therein directed. a 
V. And be yt alſo enacted by the aucthoretye of this badet N 
That the commiſſioners, and every of them, which ſhall be named, limitted, and 
appointed accordinge to this ate, to be commiſſioners in everye ſuch ſhier or countie, 
cittye, towne or boroughe, or any other place, and no other, ſhall trulye, effectu- 
allye and diligentlie for their parte execute the effect of this preſent act, accord- 
inge to the tenor thereof in everie behalfe, and no otherwiſe by any other meanes, 
without omiffion, favour, dreade, malice or any other thinge to be attempted or 
done by them or any of them to the contrarie thereof, and the ſayd commiſſioners, 
or as many of them as ſhall be appointed by the ſaid commiſſion, and none other for the 
execution of the ſayd commiſſion and act, ſhall for the taxacion of the firſt payment 
of the ſaid ſubſidye, before the tenthe daie of Auguſt, which ſhall be in the yeare 
of our Lord God, one thouſande ſixe hundred and fiftene, and for the taxacion of 
the ſaid ſecond payment of the ſaid ſubſidye, ſhall be before the tenth daie of Feb 
which ſhall be in the ſaid yeare of our Lord God, one thouſande ſixe hundredth and 
fifteene, by vertue of the ſame commiſſion, delivered unto them in forme aforeſaid, direct 
theire ſeverall joynt precept or precepts unto eight, ſeaven, ſixe, five, foure, three or two, 
as for the number of the inhabitants ſhall be requiſite, of the moſte ſubſtanciall, 
diſcreete and honeſt perſons inhabitants to be named by the ſaid commiſſioners, or 
by as manye of them as ſhall be appointed by the ſaid commiſſion, of and in the 
baronies, cantreds, hundreds, wardes, pariſhes, townes and other places, as well - 
within libertyes, francheſies and places exempted as without, within the limittes of 
the ſhires, counties, cittyes, townes, boroughes, and other places within the limites - 
of theire commiſſion, and to the conſtables, ſubconſtables, bayliffes; and other like 
officers and miniſters of everye of the ſaid baronies, cantreds, hundreds, townes, 
wardes, pariſhes and other places aforeſaid, as to the ſaid commiſfioners and everye 
number of them, or unto three or two of them, by there diſcretions in diviſion 
ſhall ſeeme expedient, ftraightlie by the ſaid precept, charginge and commandinge - 
the ſaid inhabitaunts, conſtables and other officers aforeſaid, to whom ſuch precept 
ſhall be ſo directed, to appeare in theire proper perſons before the ſaid commiſſioners, - 
or ſuch number of them as they ſhall devide themſelves accordinge the tenor of 
the ſaid commiſſion, at certaine dayes and places by the ſaid commiſſioners or any 
number of them as is aforeſaid, within citties, boroughes or townes corporate, or

VI. And yt is further ordeyned by che aucthoretye of this preſent Parliament, 


That at the ſame daie and place prefixed and limitted in the ſaid precept, everie 
of the ſaid commiſſioners then beinge within this realme, and having no ſufficient 


excuſe for his abſence. at the daie and place prefixed, for that parte whereunto he 


was limitted, ſhall appeare in his proper perſon, and theare the ſaid commiſſioners 
beinge preſent, or as manye of them as ſhall be appointed by the Kinges Majeſties 
commiſſion, ſhall call or cauſe to be called before the ſaid inhabitaunts and officers, 
to whom they have directed theire ſaid precepts, and which had in commaundement 
theare to appeare by vertue of the ſaid precept ; and yf anye perſon ſo warned, make 
defaulte, unles he then be letted by ſicknes or lawfull excuſe, and that lett then be 
witneſſed by the oathes of two credible perſons, or yf any appearinge refuſe to. ſerve in 
forme followinge, then everie ſuch perſon ſo makinge defaulte, or refuſing to ſerve, 
ſhall forfeit to the Kings Majeſtie fortye ſhillings, and ſo at everye tyme appointed by 
the ſaid commiſſioners for the ſame taxacion, untill ſuch tyme the number of everie 
ſuch perſons have appeared and certefied in forme underwritten, everie of them ſo 
makinge default or refuſing to ſerve, ſhall forfeit to the Kinges Majeſtye fortye ſhil- 
linges ; and upon the ſame apparance had, they ſhall be charged before the commiſſi- 
oners by all convenient waies and means, other than by corporal oath, to enquier of 
the beſt and moſte value, of the ſubſtance of everye perſon, dwellinge and abidinge 
within the lymittes of the places that they ſhall be charged with, and of other which 
ſhall have his or their moſt reſorte unto any of the ſaid places, and chargeable with 
any ſumme of money by this act of the ſaid ſubſidye, and of all other things requiſite, 
touchinge the ſaid act, and accordinge to the intent of the ſame, and thereupon as neere 
as yt may be or ſhall comme to their knowledg, truelye to preſent and certifye before the 
ſaid commiſſioners, the names and ſirnames and the beſt and uttermoſt ſubſtaunce and 
values of everye of them, as well of landes, tenements and other hereditaments, poſ- 
ſeſſions and proffits, as of goods, chattels, debts, and other thinges chargeable by 
the ſame act, without any concealment, love, favor, affeccion, dread, or malice, 
uppon payne of forfecture of five pounds or more, to be taxed, extreated, and leavyed 
in forme, as hereafter in this preſent act ſhall be lymitted and appointed; and there- 
upon the ſaid commiſſioners ſhall openlye there reade or cauſe to be read unto them, the 
ſaid rates in this act mentioned, and openlye declare the effecte of theire charge unto 
them, in what maner and fourme they ought, and ſhall make their certificate accor- 
dinge to the rates and ſummes thereof aforeſaid, and of all maner of perſons, as well 
of aliens and ſtrangers, denizens, or not denizens, inhabitinge within this realme, 
as if ſuch perſons be borne under the Kinges obeiſance, chargeable to this act, and of 
the poſſeſſions, goods, and chattels of fraternetyes, guildes, corporacions, brother- 
hoods, miſteries, cominalties, and other as is aboveſaid, and of perſons beinge in the 
partes beyond the ſeas, havinge goods and chattels, landes or tenements within this 
realme, as is aforeſaid, and of all goodes, beinge in the cuſtodie of any perſon or 
perſons, to the uſe of any other as is aboveſaid, by the which information, and 
ſhewinge the ſaid perſons ſhoulde have ſuch playne knowledg of the true intent of this 
preſent act, and of the manex of theire certificate, that the ſame perſons ſhall have no 
reaſonable cauſe to excuſe them by ignorance; and after ſuch charge, and the ſtatute 
of the ſaid ſubſidye, and the maner of the ſaid certificate to be made in writinge, 
conteyninge the names and ſirnames of everye perſon, and whether he be born with- 
out the Kinges obeiſance or within, and the beſt value of everye perſon in eyery de- 
.gre, as well of the yerelye value of landes and tenements, and of ſuch like poſſeſſions

and proffites, as of the value of goods and chattels, debts, and everye thinge to theire 


certificate requiſite and neceſſarie to them declared; the ſaid commiſſioners there be- 
inge, ſhall by their diſcretions appointe and limitt unto the ſaid perſons, another daie 
and place to appeare before the ſaid commiſſioners, and charginge the ſaid perſons, 
that they, in the meane tyme, ſhall make diligent inquirye, by all wayes and meanes, 


of the premiſſes, and then and there, everye of them, uppon paine of forfecture of 
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fortie* thillings to the Kinges MajefHfe, to appeare at the newe prefixed daie and place, 
theare to certefye unts the ſaid commiſſioners in writinge, accordinge to their ſaid 
and . to the true intent of the ſaid graunt of this preſent ſubſidye, 


Chap. 19. and as to them, in maner aforefaid, hath been declared and ſhewed by the commit. 


fioners ; at which die and place, ſo to them prefixed, yt any of the ſajd perſons make 


defalte, or appeare and refuſe to make the ſaid certificate, that then, everye of them, 

To offending, to fotfect to the Kinges Majeſtic fortye ſhillinges, except there be a rea- 
ſonable excuſe of his defalte, by reaſon of ſicknes or otherwiſe, by the oathes of twoe 
credible perſons there witneſſed, and of ſuch as appeare ready to make certificate as 
aforeſaid, the ſaid commiſſioners there beinge ſhall take and receive the ſame certifi- 
cate and everye parte thereof, and the names, values, and ſubſtance of everye perſon ſo 


certified, and yf the ſaid commiſfioners ſee caufe reaſonable, they ſhall examine the 


faid preſentors thereof, and thereupon, the ſaid commiſſioners at the ſaid daies and 
place, by theire agreement amongeſt themſelves, ſhall, from tyme to tyme, there 


openlye prefixe a daye, at a certain place or places, within the limitts of theire 


commiſſions, by their diſcrecion, for their further proceedinge to the ſaid aſſeſſinge of 
the ſame ſublidye ; and thereupon, at the ſaid daie of the ſaid certificate, as is aforeſaid 


taken, the ſame commiſſioners ſhall make theire precept or precepts to the ſherriffes, 


under-ſherriffes, conſtables, ſub-conſtables, bayliffes, or other officers of ſuch Ain, 
baronyes, cantreds, hundreds, towns, or other places aforeſaid, as the fame commiſsi- 


oners ſhall be of, compriſing and conteyning in the ſaid precept, the names and 


ſirnames of all perſons preſented before them in the ſaid certificate, of whom, yf the 


ſaid commiſsioners, or as manye of them as ſhall be thereunto appointed by the Kinges 


oommiſsion, mall then have vehement ſuſpect to be of more greater value or ſub- 


ſtance in lands, goods, chattles or ſummes of money owinge unto them, or other ſub- 
ſtance beforeſaid, then uppon ſuch perſon or perſons ſo certefied and ſpecified as afore- 
ſaid, the ſame commiſsioners ſhall make their precept or precepts directed to the ſher- 
riffes, under-ſherriffes, conſtables, bayliffes, or other officers, commaunding the ſame 
ſheriffes, under-ſherriffes, conſtables, bayliffes, or other officers, to whom ſuch pre- 
cepts ſhall be directed, to warne ſuch perſons whoſe names ſhall' be compriſed in the 
ſaid precepts, at their mancions, or to theire perſons, that the ſame perſons, ſo named 
in ſuch precepts, and everye of them, ſhall perſonallie appeare before the faid commiſ- 
ſioners, at the fame new prefixed daye and place, theare to be examined by all waies 
and means (other then by corporall oath) by the ſaid commiſsioners, of their greateſt 
ſubſtance and beſt value, of all and everye ſumme and ſummes of money owing to 


them, and other whatſoever matter concerninge the premiſſes or anye of them, accor- 


dinge to this act, at which daye and place ſo prefixed, the faid commiſsioners then and 
there beinge, or as manye of them as ſhall be thereunto appointed by the Kinges com- 
miſsion, ſhall cauſe to be called the ſaid perſons, whoſe names ſhall be compriſed in 
the ſaid precepts, as is aforeſaid, for theire examinacion ; and yf anye of thoſe perſons 
which ſhall be warned as is aforeſaid to be examined, which at anye tyme after the 


warning and before the prefixed daie, ſhall be within ſuch place where he may have 


knowledg of his faid apparance to be made, make defalte and appeare not, unleſs a 
reaſonable cauſe, or ells a reaſonable excuſe, by the oath of two credible perſons 
before the ſaid commiſsioners be truellie alledged for his diſcharge, that then everye 
of them ſo makinge defalte, to be taxed and chardged to the Kinges Majeſtie, with and 
at the double ſumme of the rate that he ſhoulde or ought to have been ſett at, for and 
after the beſt value of his landes or ſubſtance uppon him certified, yf he had appeared 
by the diſcrecion of the ſaid commiſſioners there beinge, which commiſsioners ſhall 


. r with everye of the other perſons then and theare appearing, whoſe names ſhall 
be expreſſed in the ſaid precept or precepts, and in whom anye vehement ſuſpect was 
or ſhall be had in forme aforeſaid, by all ſuch wayes and means as they can (other than 
by corporall oath) for the better knowledg of their beſt value, either in heredita- 


ments or poſſeſsions, or ells in goods and debts, and thereupon ſhall have power 


and aucthoritye by vertue of this act, accordinge to their diſcrecion, to inlarge and in- 


creaſe the taxacions of ſuch perſons as they ſhall ſo finde, by due examinacion to 
be of greater value or ſubſtance in landes or goods, then they weare preſented at ; 
and that everye ſpirituall perſon at everye of the ſaid taxacions of the ſaid ſubſidy, 


ſhall be rated and ſett accordinge to the rule aboveſaid, of and for everye pounde 


that 


fectionatlye, corruptelye, or partiallye demeane themſelves in that behalfe, in ſuch wiſe 
that the commiſſioners ſhall by their conſideracions deeme them offendors worthie of 
puniſhment for not doeing theire duties therein, that then foure or more of the 
commiſſioners in that countie for the ſame. ſubſidye, ſhall have power and aucthoritye 
by theire diſcrecions, either to charge the ſaid aſſeſſors upon theire corporall oathes 
for the better ſervice aforeſaid in that behalfe, or ells by their diſcrecions to taxe and 
ſett upon everye of the ſaid aſſeſſors, for theire miſdemeanors in that behalfe, ſuch a 
fyne or payne as they ſhall thinke good, ſo that it exceede not the ſomme of tenne 
poundes, and the ſame fyne or payne at their diſcrecions to eſtreat into the courte of 
Exchequer ; everye which fine ſo taxed and ſet by foure of the ſaid commiſſioners or 
more, being eſtreated with the ſchedule and bookes of that lymitt, ſhall be levied 
and anſwered to the Kinges uſe, in like maner and fourme to all intents and pur- 
poſes as any other ſummes that ſhall be taxed and becomme due by vertue of this 
ſtatute and act of ſubſidie, and not in anye other wiſe or maner, and yf any perſon 
certified or rated by vertue of this at, whether he be a commiſſioner or other, to 
any maner of value doe finde himſelfe greeved with the ſame preſentment, ſeſſinge 
or ratinge, and thereuppon complaine to the commiſſioners, before whom he ſhall 
be called, ſeſſed or taxed, or before two of them, before the ſame taxacion be cer- 
tefied into the court of Exchequer, that the ſaid commiſſioners, or two of them, 
ſhall by all waies and meanes examine particularly and diſtinctelye the perſon fo 
complayning uppon his oathe, and other his neighbours by their diſcrecions, of everye 
his landes and tenements above. ſpecified, and of everye his goods and chattels, and 
debtes above mencioned ; and after due examinacion and perfect knowledge thereof 
had and perceived by the ſaid commiſſioners, or two of them, which ſhall have 
power by aucthoretye aforeſaid, the ſaid commiſſioners, or two of them, to whom 
any ſuch complaint ſhall be made by their diſcrecions uppon the oath of tire ſaid 

perſon ſo, complayninge may abate, defalke, increaſe or inlarge the ſame aſſeſſment 

accordinge as it ſhall appear to them. juſt uppon the ſame examinacion, and the ſame 

ſummes ſo abated, defalked, increaſed or inlarged, ſhall be by them eſtreated in 

fourme as hereafter inſueth ; and yf yt be proved by witneſſes, or by the partyes one 

confeſſion, or other lawefull wayes or meanes within a year after ſuch oath made, 

that the ſame perſon ſo rated or ſworne was of anye better or greater value in Jandes, 

goodes, or other thinges above ſpecified at the tyme of his ſaid oath, then the ſame 

perſons ſo ſworne did declare uppon his ſaid oath, that then everye perſon ſo of- 

fending, ſhall looſe and ferfeit to his Majeſtie ſo much lawfull money of Englande, 

as he the ſaid perſon ſo ſworne was ſett at or taxed to paye. 

VIII. And alſo yt ys enacted by the ſame aucthoritye, that everye perſon to be rated 

and taxed as is aforeſaid, ſhall be rated and ſett, and the ſumme on him ſett to be le- 

vied at ſuch place, wheare he and his familie were reſident for the moſt parte of the 

yere next before the ſame preſentment and taxacion made, and no wheare ells, and 

that no commiſſioner for this ſubſidye ſhall be rated or taxed for his goodes and landes, 

but in the countye or other place wheare he ſhall be commiſſioner ; and yf any ſuch 

perſon chargeable to this act, at the tyme of the ſaid aſſeſſing, happen to be out of 
this realme, or furre from the place wheare he ſhall be knowen, then he 


to be ſett wheare he was laſt abydinge in this realme, and after the ſubſtance, va- 


lue, and other proflites of everye perſon, to bs knowen by examinacion, certificate, 


or other maner of wiſe as is aforeſaid ; and that the faid commiſſioners, or as many 


of them as ſhall be appointed by the Kinges Majeſties commiſſion or commiſſions, 


ſhall after the rate and rates aforeſaid, cawſe everye perſon ſo to be ſet, rated and 


taxed accordinge to the rate of the ſubſtance and value of his landes, goodes, — 
an 
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and other proffites chargeable by this' act, whereby the greateſt or moſte beſt ſumme 
or ſummes accordinge to his moſt ſubſtance, by oath of this net might or may be 
ſet or taxed ; and that everye perſon taxed in anye countye or place or other then 
Where he and his famelye weare reſident for the moſt part of the yere then next be- 
/ fore, or in anye countye or place, other then where he is a commiſſioner for the ſub- 


ſidye, yf he be a commiſſioner uppon certificate made to the ſaid courte of Exchequer, h 


under the handes and ſeales of twoe commiſſioners for the ſame ſubſidye in the ſame 
countye or place where ſuch perſon and his famelye weare teſident for the moſt parte 
of the yere next before, or wheare he is a commiſſioner for the taxacion and payment 
of the ſame ſubſidye, teſtifying his moſt reſiancye, havinge' a famelye, or beinge a 
commiſſioner, ſhall” be a fufficient diſcharge for the taxacion of that perfon in all 
other places, and of and for all other ſummes of money uppon perfons ſo ſett 
and taxed, ſaye onelie the taxacion made in that countye or place from whence ſuch 
certificate ſhall be made as is aforeſaid, and for the fumine of money uppon ſuch 
perſons theare, aſſeſſed and ' taxed, and that fuch certificate without anye plea or other 
circumſtance, ſhall be a ſufficient warrante, as well to the barous and auditor and 
auditors of the ſaid courte of exchequer, and to all and everye other officers to whome 
the allowance thereof ſhall 8 payinge for fuch diſcharge and ovine onelie 
ſix pence and no more. | 
IX. Provided alwayes, that everye fuch perſon which nan be rated or taxed ac- 
cordinge to the intent and true meaninge of this act for payment of and to this 
ſubſidye, for and after the yerelie value of his landes, tenements and other reall 
poſſeſſions or proffites at any of the ſaid taxacions, ſhall not after de ſett and rated 
for his goods and chattels, or other moveable ſubſtance, at the ſame taxation; and 
that he that ſhall be ſet, charged or taxed for the ſame ſubſidye, for his goods, chattles, 
and other moveables at anye of the faid taxacions, accordinge to the true meaninge 
of this act, ſhall not after be charged, taxed, or chargeable for his landes, or other 
reall poſſeſſions and proffites aboveſaid, at the fame taxacions, or any of them; nor 
that any perſon by any taxacion be double charged for the ſaid ſubſidye, nor ber or 
taxed at ſeverall places by reaſon of this act; but yf any perſon happen to be double 
ſet, taxed or charged, eyther in any place or at ſeverall places, then he to be diſchar- 
ged of the one taxacion, and charged with the other, accordinge to the meaninge 
and intent of this act; any thinge e in this ren act to the« contrarie not- 
withſtandinge. 
X. And that yt be ordeined and enacted by the ſaid aucthoretie of this preſent 
Parliament, that no perſon havinge twoe manſions, or twoe places to reſorte unto, or 
calling himſelfe howſeholde ſervant, or waytinge ſervant to the lord deputye, or 
other lord or ladye, maiſter or miſtreſs, to be excuſed upon his ſayinge from the 
taxes of the ſaid ſubſidye, in neither of the places wheare he may be ſet or taxed,
